Researchers have . 
way to test drugs 
against Alzheimer’s

WASHINGTON — A labo ratory-engi- 
neered mou^ suffers the same decline frorri' 
Alzheimer’s disease ns do humans: lost 
mcmoiy and wasted brain rMic 
The mouse gives researchers a new and 
more accurate ivay to test drags against the 
mind-destroying disorder. 

The Alzheimer’s Association called the 
mouse “an important hew research tool,” 
and a National ^titutes of Health expert 
said the mouse is “good neivs for patients' 
with Alzheimer’s disease.” 

A University of Minnesota team led by 
Dr. Karen Hsiao developed the laboratory 
rodent by inserting into a mouse embiyo the' 
mutated gene linked to Alzheimer's brain 
-.cell damage in humans. 


'Maze experimenis testing the animals' 
thinking ability show that the new mouse 
breed suffers from a loss of memory that 
mimics the decline seen in humans, Hsiao 
said. 'The mouse brain also develops beta 
amyloid plaques, a substance found in the 
brains of Alzheimer’s patients. 

“This is the first time that anybody has 
made a mouse that shows an association 
- between plaques and,a functional loss of ' 
learning memory which is ve^jnuch like 

■ Alzlieimer’s diSease,”TIsiao (pronounced 

HOW) said in an interview.- 7 — - - 

A report on ilie mouse study is being pub- 
lished today in Science, the journal of the 
American Association forthe Advancement ' 
of Science. • , ' • 

Dr. Thomas Chase, an Alzheimer’s disease ' 
expert at the National Institutes of Health, 

_ said developing the 1 ^ mouse “looks Ukea- 

■ nice piece of wo'rk.”" 

• “It is good news for patients with 
Alzheimer’s,” he said. “It will enable the 
testing of drags that get at the basic disease 
process.” 

. Drugs now available, he said, appear to 
treat only Alzlieimer-sympioms.— - 


Zaven Khachaturian; a scientist who 
heads the /Vlzhpimer’s Association Ronald 
and Nancy Reagan Rcscarcli Instimte, said 
the most important. clement of the new 
mouse is that it “shows the behavioral 
deficits that are comparable to .what is hap- 
pening in humans (with Alzlieimer's).” 

. He said mice developed in other labs have 

Alzheimer's brain lesions like those in 
humans but 'exliibit none of die changes in 
mem ory and learning ability that Hsino. 
demonstrates with the Minnesota mouse. 

' “Caregivers want their loved dnes’tti' 
retain their functional ubilities as long as 
possible,” Khachaturian said. “This mouse 
model should help us find those therapies,” 

The Minnesota researchers ‘-‘made” the 
mouse by putting into-a mouse egg the 
human gene that manufactures the com- 
«pound amyloid precursor protein. This sub- 
stance helps form beta amyloid deposits in 
the brains of Alzheimer’s disease patients. 

ITie resulting mouse was then mated with 
a normal mouse, Hsiao said, and half the off- 
spring had the Alzheimer’s gene. 

“We call it the TG2576 mouse,” Hsiao 
said. “We haven’t ^ven it a cute hanic."

Should airline pilots be allowed 
to continue flying after they 
reach age 60? 

Lawyers clashed over that 
question before an appellate 
court panel Thursday as a pilots’ 
association fought to overturn 
federal rules that ban them from 
commercial flying after age 60. 

That 36*year-old regulation 
violates the. law banning on-the- 
job age discrimination, argued 
attorney Nicholas Cobbs. He rep- 
resented the Professional Pilots 

Federation, a group of about 

2i000 pilois from ‘40 aiflines 

formed to combat the age rule. 

Christine Kohl, a Justice 
Department lawyer representing 
the . Federal Aviation 
Administration, responded that 
as people age their skills deterio- ' 

rate. She said setting a maxi- 
mum age limit for airline pilots 
is a safety i.ssue. 

“What we’re talking about is 
limiting risk,” she said, “and 
that’s a policy judgment.” 

While-the courtroom-battle — 

focuses on safety and an appar- 
ent clash of federal rules, the 
background issue is jobs flying 
airplanes. Having a maximum 
age limit /or commercial pilots 
guarantees' a steady stream of 
openings for younger flyers.

Seeming contradiction 
illustrates Batt’s dilemma

Were you surprised to read that Gov. 
Phil Ban, just weeks before signing a 
deal allowing nuclear-waste shipments 
. into Idaho, testified in court that such 
shipments would hurt Idaho’s environ- 
. mem? Don’t be. 

Batt’s agreement with the federal 
government is nobody’s idea of perfec- 
tion. Rather, it’s Batt’s earnest attempt 
■ to make the best of a bad situation. 

Earlier this- week, a front-page stoiy 
described Batt’s 1995 testimony in a 

lawsuit against the fp(Lcral.gqvern-_ 

mem. The testimony is instructive, but 
don’t read too much into it. 

When Batt took office nearly two 
years ago, he inherited a crummy situ- 
ation. For decades, the federal govern- 
ment had been stashing radioactive 
refuse at the Idaho National Engineer- 
ing Laboratory, and it ^vanted .to send 
more. Balt’s predecessor, Gov. Cecil 
And^, was moundng a fietce opposi- 
tion in the legal and political arenas. 

Batt kept_ up the fight afterhe took _ 
over. In SepteTnber 1995, the stata ar- 
gued in court that.any spent fuel 
brought to Idaho might be lodged here 
indefinitely, creating an inherent risk 
of accidents and endangering the 
Snake River Plain Aquifer.

tend to cast the issue in mo^ terms: 
Nuclear waste is bad, and therefore 
any deal iliat lets waste into Idaho is 
bad too. 

Batt’s 1995 court testimony shows 
tliat the issue is not so simple. Rather

- for rape in 1992, Holyfield, then 
the undisputed heavyweight 
champioo, said he could not fight 
a rapist. 

. “A lot was said about Tyson 
during his time of trial and tribu- 
. lation, particularly by Holyfield." • 
Holloway said. “You just don’t do 
that. He’s got to pay the price. 
Mike is going to inflict pain. It’s 
going to be a little messy.’’ 

Home was even angrier. 

“I heard a guy say things I 
never dreamed,” he said. “He 
,_said-he_would.nover-fighin-- 

rapisL You don’t do that to yoiir 
peers at a time when they’re 


down. It became emotional 
. instead ofjust a fight.’’ 

Tyson served three years for 
rape in an Indiana correctional 
facility and returned to the ring 
last August. By then, Holyfield 
had lost the title to Riddick- 
Bowe, regained it from Bowe and 
then lost it again to Michael 
Moorer. 

“While Mike was away, nobody 
benefited more than Holyfield," 
Home said. “Afike Tyson never, 
raped anybody. The only rape is 
going to take place Nov. 9.". 

Holyfield denied the claims of 
Home and Holloway. 

“I didn’t say that," he said of 
the rapist remark. “They can say 
anything they say. It really 
doesn’t make a difference. We 
still have to fighL** 

'Horne shot back at him. “I 
know what I heard! I know what I 
read!" he shouted. ‘Tve been car- 
tying this for five years.” 

While all this was going on, 
Tyson sat impassively, wearing a 
taxicab drives hat turned back- 
ward. When it was his turn to 
speak, he said simply, “I ain’t 


For his part, Tyson remained 
^ relatively calm. “I have no emo-' 
tion abourthis fight,’’ he said. 
“This is a business.”

■Ibe monthly employment reading has 
jolted the finandal markets repeatedly 
this year with indications of rising pay- 
roll costs that could prompt manufactur- 
ers to raise prices. But many economists 
expect the September data to provide 
further evidence that economic growih 
is slowing enough to keep inflation 
under control without higher interest 
- rates. - 

Last week, Federal Reserve policy- 
makers cheered investors by deciding 
not to boost the central bank’s key lend- 
ing rates.
